Ox Saturday evening, Miss Mitferd’s ‘Tragedy of Foseari was per- 
formed ; a long interva! had elapsed since its last representation, but 
the applause with which it was on Satarday received, will doubtless 
induce a repetition occasionally during the season. The talents of the 
actors are most happily brought into play in this Tragedy, and it is 
not often that such an assemblage can be introduced into one piece ; 
there are four tragedians of first-rate ability ;—Mr. Young, whose 
Doge is one of the finest of his many admirable personations ; Mr. C. 
Kemble, whose Frangesco Foscar: is the truest picture of chivalrous 
honor and knightly bearing ; Mr. Serle. as Cosmo; whose acting Miss 
Mitford, in the preface to her Tragedy, has happily described as “ full 
of pure and gentle -pathes ; and Mr. Warde, who gives a vigourous 
and correct portrait of the villian Erigzo: when to all this excellence 
the deeply pathetic performance of Mrs, Sloman, as Camilla is added, 
it would not be surprising that a tragedy of infinitely less merit than 
Foscari should prove si attractive. 

After the Play, four-brothers, named Hermann, from the Grand 
Opera at Munich, made their first appearance, and sang a Serenade, 
and -the-ealebrated Jager Chorus from Der Freischutz ;—they sang 
Without any accompaniment from the orchestra ; indeed, their perfect 
time.and accordaace, combined with very fine voices, made such per- 
feet harmony that none was needed ; one of these. gentlemen has, we 
think, the sweetest voice we ever recalleet to have heard in a-male 
singer; the character of. all their voices is sweetness, cambined.with’ 
righness, and their perfect unison produces the most delightful effect; 
they were rapturously applauded ; the andience meant to encore them 
in the Serenade, but their modesty apparently made them misunder- 
stand the intention, as they immediately commenced the Jager Chorus, 
which they sang so beauiifully as to Se often interrupted by irrepres- 
sible applause ;—this was enthusiastically encored, and, but for the 
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good feeling of a portion of the house, would have been insisted upoa 
a third time. Peter Wilkins followed; we must take leave to tell 
Mr. Power, that although his extravagancies passed uncensured by 
the audience on Saturday, this may not always be the case ; he will 
be aware to what we allude —The house was fully and elegantly at- 
tended. 

Mr. Mathews gave bis T'rip to America, on Saturday night, to a 
respectable audience, who testified that the Entertainment was given 
with his accustomed raciness and spirit. 

Apetrui.—Mr. Yates closed his season here on Saturday night ; 
the house was crowded. At the end of the second part of his En- 
tertainment, he came ferward and returned thanks ; he said, that he 
hoped his friends thought that he had improved in his new undertakiog 
—their patronage had induced him to flatter himself it was the case, 
and that he should not thus early close, but he was under the neces- 
sity of doing so, owing to the house in front of the Theatre coming 
down; he was honoured with great applause.
